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O (57) Abstract: A cooling tube system (100) is formed as part of a refrigerator shelf (102). The shelf (102) includes a frame (104) 
having a series of frame wires (106). Secured above and supported on the frame wires (106) are a set of cooling tubes (1 14). A 
Q fan (132) directs cool air generated from cooling air equipment (130) through vents (136) into the refrigerator interior (129). The 
^ air flows through rear hollow ends (140) of the cooling tubes (1 14). The cooling air (13 8) is directed toward the front (124) of the 
refrigerator (120). 
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
